I have ever loathed fatall neceſſity, ſuppoſed by Plotinus ro be maintained 
by Ptolomy;certainly I do not remember any Aſtrological Writer gither A= 
rabian,Greek, Jew or Latine, that maintainzth ſuch an Atheifticall opinion, 
God created the Heavens, Sun, Moone, fixed ſtars for the benefit of man, 
and his own glory: If the Heathe:'s, the Caldeans, Syrians,or ſome abſurd 
Indians,and Egyptians abuſed this knowledge,and theſe Celeſtial creatures;
